Sept. 29.— Com- 
tnauicatiun with suuth Florida it being 
restored and special diipatches are pour- 
ing in on The Times-Union relating to 
the damage done by the West Itidmn 
cyclone which raged in tlie st;it.' Tucs 
day and Wt'dnc^ilay. Thii disp.itclms 
all tell thi' same story of houses wrecked 
and crups dcstfojed, baft nolosaof liiv 
is reported. 

At Tampa several large cigar factories 
war* wrecked. The laige ;)-8tory fac- 
tory of 8eidenberg(fe Cumpany was df- 
Ktiuyed. The factory of C. A. Joyce 
wan demulished, as were also the fac 
tories of Yebor & Manarara, Thuodor.' 
Perez & Compuny aud O'Hallorou. 
The First Preshyteriau choroh and the 
paUtial hotel, Tttuipu Bay, were ba^Uy 
damaged. Several smaller strnoturoc 
were also demolished. The total los- 
on boildingi at Tampa ia estimated at 
$60,000. 

Conunnnic'ttiuu with Femandiua is 
also restored. The sohoooer Edward 
Stewart, which was loaded and lying at 
anchor, was blown across tim nver 
palling her anchors with her, and in 
BOW lying on a mod flat Ma aboat five 
feet of water. During the storm ut 
Femandina the British steamships Bos- 
ton City and Klmville collided and were 
badly damaged. 

The steamer Princess was sunk be- 
tween Polutkit aud Picolata. She was 
Talaed at |j-4i,000. The steamer Edith 
was drireu ashore. The steamer De- 
barey was driveu against the draw- 
bridge aud wrecked. Tlie steatn yacht 
Mande was sunk uoi;i ( resri-ut ( 'ify. 

Advices from bt. Aui^'uhfiue, \vhieh 
have been cut otf sinee Tuesday, state 
that 111) liv' s were lost but several 
houses Were wrecked, and tlu^ losx^s 
Will run into the tliousauds. Nearly all 
tlie windows in rho city wore blown in 
and the huutse.s flooded with water. Tlit; 
Ponce <ie L< on hotel was daniap-d in 
this way. 'i'lie loss du the lu)tel s tur- 
nitm'e is heavy. 'Hie waves dashed over 
tile sea wall and made rivers of the 
Ktreets. Jlany wharves were blown 
away. 

Between (ireen Cove Springs aud 
Palatka on the .St. .lohns, 12 wliarves 
have completely disapix-ared. Between 
.Ta^rksonville and St. Augustine not a 
telegraph pole w;us left stauding. The 
damage to the orange giowers is in- 
calculable, lu thu large groves the 
ground is completely covered with 
green oranges. The loss is fully 20 per 
cent. 

The east coa^tlls still out off from com- 
munication bo'low tit. Augustine and 
Palatka. Every effoit is being made t 
hear from Jupiter and iiey Went, which 
are supposed to have beeu in the storm's 
center. The storm was as severe in the 
interior of tlie state as ou the coast. It 
atroc^ Tampa aud then traveled north- 
east for JocksouTille aud St. Augustine. 

At Okala and Orlando, interior points,

New Yohk, Sept. JQ.—A special from 
Shanghai says: The Chinese army at 
Wi-Jn ou the Yalu river, which is op- 
posing the advance of the main Jap- 
anese army in Corea has mntinied. The 
men are throwing away their arms be- 
cause they have no ammunition, being 
cut off from their base of Bupplie.s.

There is a panic in Pekin, and the very 
name Japanese inspires terror every- 
where. China is pertVotly helpleaa. 

Japan in Favor of War. 

Yokohama, Sept 20.— The general 
public is in favor of continuing tne war 
against China i'n detiaiiuo ol all ob- 
st;icles and is urged that a desperate at- 
tack upon Pekin be made. All party 
feeling for tht time will lje snspeuded, 
aud the diet will readily vote wiiatever 
credits ai'e needed.

New York. Sep'. 21).— R, 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
Special inquiry iias beeu made this 
week at all commcrcij 1 cjuters rugard- 
iug the state of retail trade. Wide di- 
versity appears iu diJ'ereut tra^ies. The 
main facts disclosed are, llrat, marked 
improvement within the past mouth 
ana a conuderable excess over the busi- 
ness done a year ago, particularly iu 
the necessaries of lite. But second, it 
appears that the volume of trade at 
pKseut is on the whole considerably 
less than in a normal year at most 
points, and in the more important 
trades is appuwntly about 'iO per oent 
smaller than iu September, 18M. 

Evidenoe of continned improvement 
in wholesale trade and manutaotore 
does not tupfMOc this week. There is 
large distribution on orden given some 
time ago, but new business going to the 
maunfaotureii ia everywhere slacken- 
ing. The completion of ordera for re- 
plenishment of stocks leaves a narrower 
demand, and it is yet too early for oon- 
sumption to provide farther omers. 

The depreiMion in prices of farm prod- 
ucts will nave some infiuenoe. Uupre- 
oedented reoorda have been made in cot- 
toa and wheat, though aa to wheat only 
iu contracts for future delivery, in 
which the prices are the lowest ever 
made. The available stocks are about 
lo,UUO,OOU bnshdls greater than u year 
ago, aud western receipts for the week 
were b,-ia2,1l9 bushels, against ti,li)l,- 
034 last year, and since Aug. 1, .ol.OtK),- 
UU<) bushels, against tlK,OUU,uuO last year. 
The Atlantic exports for the week and 
since Aug. 1, have beeu about u third 
suiailt r tiiaii la&t year, but the fall in 
priG<^'s duriUc> the week has been 1.75 
cents. 

Cotton ou the spot is lower, at 0. 11 
cents than .it any otlicr time .>^iuce l^. i, 
and tiuotations tueii did not me.ui whai 
till yd) now, wliue the nearest opt kjii 
iia.^ In en -iiioted at (i.04 cents, whicli is 
below all previous records. Even at the 
close th«- lail for tlie we<ek is one-(iuar- 
tt;r. Au est 1 mat*.- ol '.i.Ooo.ixHJ boles 
miniiiiuui tins yi-ur has iniiui'iiced the 
niarki t. but \\ouid receive less atu-ution 
if stocks Hi .•^l.;h^ were not heavy, while 
all agree tliat this crop .b liki iy to ex- 
ceed the world's ri ijuireiuencs ol Amer- 
can cotton. 

It IS eucomaging that the speculation 
in corn has broken, and tlie price has 
fallen live cents. It is now suppo.sed 
that tlie yield is not for from l,,juu,0tw,- 
000 _ bushels, which will compel niucn 
economy in tetidiiig, but speculation in 
pork has also broken iuid the price bos 
tuiien 75 cents, while Isxd haa declined 

one-huif a cent. 

The iron industry shows a shrinkage 
of demand, luid the prices quotod today 
are but little alxjve the lowest thib year. 
Bessemer pig is weaker at jjll ut Pitts- 
bmg, with au impro.ssiou that excess of 
uruduction must cause further decline au- 
less lower prices are mode for steel rails. 
Billets, structural forms and uails are a 
shade weaker, and iu eastern markets 
oompotitiou of works to get busiuess 
tends to destroy profits, liiere is more 
business at the west, aud Chicago re- 
ports a good demand for sheets, for bar 
IU small lotti and for coke pig, though 
plates and boiler tubes are wester. 

The boot aud shoe manufacture con- 
tiuues to lead others in comparative ac- 
tivity, and shipments from Boston for 
the month have been 888,097 cases, 
against 2M,(M8 last year, and 828,106 in 

Failures are few aud small, for the 
week's Uabilities amoanting to |6,378,- 
285, of which 12,888,318 were of manu- 
facturing and iM,675,118 of trading oon- 
cers. The failurea during the week 
have been 88A in the Cmited States, 
againat 884 last year, and 86 in Canada, 
againat 88 laat year.

Pork Packing. 

ICincinnati Price Current, September 27.1 

The marketing of hogs the past week 
has been of decidedly moderate extent. 
Western packers bandied a total of 166,- 
000 head, compared with 190,000 head 
the preceding week, and 205,000 head for 
ciirresponding week last year. From 
March 1 the total is 7,415,000 head, 
against 5,840,000 head last year. The 
week shows a decrease of 40,000 head, 
and the season an increase of 1,575,000 
head compared with l^st year. There 
continues considerable complaint in re- 
gard tn the quality of hogs now olTering; 
in some instances an improvement over 
the recent past is reported. Notwitli- 
(•:tandinK the limited Bupjdy the market 
lia.-i declined, and at the close i)rict'H are 
0 and L'5 cents per 1(K) i)uunds lower 
than a w eek ago, in a comparison of aver- 
a;.'es for Western centers. The extreme 
range in prices is being somewhat less- 
ened, which suggests that the quality is 
to come I'xtent running more evenly 
than previously.
